In  Columbia,  Mrs.  John  C Brown 
of  306  North  Tranholm  road,  said 
aha,  har  husband  and  daughtar  saw 
tha  object  while  they  ware  an  route 
to  Columbia  from  ^niivll|e.

This  Ap*nt  witnesset^  the  above  ^nomenon  and  It 
appeared  aa  followei  The  object,  presumably  a very 
high  flying  aircraft,  was  traveling  in  a westerly 
direction.  At  first  It  appeered  to  be  a sky  writer 
but  did  not  make  any  figures.  The  object  was  pro- 
bably gojng  on  a straight  course,  but  the  vapor 
trail  which  It  left  appeared  to  be  slightly  arched. 
The  center  of  the  vapor  trail  was  (^uite  thin  and 
dissipated  very  soon,  leaving  what  appeared  to  be 
two  separate  trails.  The  wind  was  blowing  from 
Vest  to  East,  which  made  it  appear  like  the  two 
trails  were  not  moving  very  fast.  The  two  trails 
of  vapar  hung  In  the  air  long  after  the  object  waa 
gona.  The  craft  was  so  high  and  going  almost 
directly  Into  the  sun,  which  made  it  impossible  for 
this  Agent  to  observe  anything  but  the  vapor 
This  was  first  observe<^  at  approximttely  1805  and  the 
dissipating  trails  we**e  still  able  to  be  observed  at 
1825  hours«  To  this  observer,  this  phenomenon 
//appeared  to  be  nothing  but  the  regular  ve)>or  trail 
A from  a very  high  flying  airoraft.

and  then  vertical  again,  before  dis* 
appearing  In  the  western  iky. 

*Tremendous  Object* 

I At  Florence,  farmer  J.  W.  Wal- 
lace aaw  ^'a  tremendous  object** 
aomethlng  like  an  airplane  and  foi* 
lowed  by  a long  tall.  **It  was  the 
*foo]est- looking*  thing  I ever  saw,*' 
Wallace  said.  '*I  called  some  of  the 
helpers  to  watch  so  no  one  would 
thing  I*m  crazy." 

Residents  of  Sillev.  too,  added 
confirmation  to  the  story  of  the 
phenomenon. 

And  in  Los  Angeles.  Calif.i  Ray 
L.  Dimmick,  a dynamite  salesman, 
returned  from  a trip  to  Mexico  and 
gave  rise  toa  story  about  a space 
ship  46  feet  In  diameter.
